I t had, moreover, been as- 
signed and sworn to by witnesses, that 
Hall had treated his wife with tender 
consideration. 
The judge then passed 
vinder review the law affecting adul- 
tery and-rthe legal evidence, showing 
circumstantially it# commi.ssion. H e 
said 
that—the 
offense 
was one 
rarely susceptible-ot direct proof, and 
that opportunities', both of place and 
time, had genéralJy.lbeen admitted as 
proper circiimstances to guide the 
verdict of 
the 
jury. 
The jury 
must, however, consider all that had 
been offered in evidence as to any 
peculiar structural formation of the 
defendant, but must discard any un 
supported 
insinuations 
of counsel. 
The jury must also beware of imper- 
fect psychological arguments as to the 
peculiar aversion of a wire to the 
individuality of a husband and her 
predilection, under 
singular 
influ- 
ences, 
for 
the companionship of 
another without at the same 
time 
forfeiting her honor. 
Richardson, 
the stable-keeper, was shown to have 
been a man 
unfit in more respects 
than one for association upon intimate 
terms with Mrs. Hall. 
The charge 
was felt to be strangely in favor of 
the plaintiff and a verdict was given 
in his favor. Mr. Hall is therefore 
released 
and can 
select 
another 
affinity to whom the general opinion is 
that he has for some time owed the 
reparation of marriage. His influence 
is universally believed to be at an end, 
and, whether his wife be guilty ornot, 
nobody believes that he himself is free 
from sin. The comments of those 
newspapers which suj)port the verdict 
do not fairly represent thegenéral cur- 
rent of opinion, and even 
Hall's 
friends blame him for what they call 
extraordinary leniency. Hall is a man 
of some influence, and his wife, now 
divorced, of course, has none.'

Coldwater, Mich., Aug. 9.—Situated 


eighty-eight miles north of Fort 
Wayne, on the line of the lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern R:iilrond, lies 
the city of Coldwater. It was incor- 
porated as a city in 1861, with a pop- 
ulation of 1,200, which lias now in- 
creased to 7,000. It is located in tho 
midst of a rich farming district, from 
which it has obtained its present 
growth and prosperity. The popula- 
tion consists largely of wealthy people 
who have made money elsewhere and 
have come hero to enjoy it. It is sur- 
rounded by lakes interspersed by 
numerous islands which are at all times 
covered with pleasure seekers. These 
lakes, surrounded hy their pines and 
mossy banks, afford a pleasant retreat 
for those who are seeking rest from 
the arduous' duties of business life.

GEO. W. WEL,CH. 


Hie remains now lie in the receiving 
vault in the cemetery at Toledo, O., 
whence they will soon be transferrec 
to their last resting place. 


In his inlercourse with men, the 
writer had never met or known 
man so genial, fo natural a friend, as 
was George W. Welch. 
Always a 
friend to them that merited sympathy 
and encouragement, he will be remem- 
bered, through life, by those who, dur- 
ing his existence, he benefitted by his 
encouragement,assistance and coun^l. 


With ever a deep interest in those 
whose lives had been unfortunate, he 
ever tried to encourage and substan- 
tially strengthen those who, to his 
mind, appeared worthy, honest and 
endeavoring to help themselves. 


His highest ambition was to be a 
man. How well he succeeded in grat- 
ifying that ambition, his family and 
those with whom be came in contact 
can well testify. In his private and 
domestic habits, he was generous and 
liberal, but never wasteful, never in 
the least neglecting to provide proper- 
ly and judiciously for the wants and 
desires of his family.

It was incor- 
porated as a city in 1861, with a pop- 
ulation of 1,200, which has now in- 
creased to 7,000. It is located in the 
midst of a rich farming district, from 
which it has obtained its present 
growth and prosperity. The popula- 
tion consists largely of wealthy people 
who have made money elsewhere and 
have come here to enjoy it. It is sur- 
rounded by lakes interspersed by 
numerous islands which are atall times 
covered with pleasure seekers. These 
lakes, surrounded by their pines and 
mossy banks, afford a pleasant retreat 
for those who are seeking rest from 
the arduous' duties of business life. 
Your correspondent had the pleasure 
of riding behind one of the fastest 
horses in the city, owned by George 
Cartwright, and after one of the most 
superb drives I have ever taken, I have 
no hesitancy in saying that its 
wide streets, long 
avenues 
lined 
with 
tall 
pines, 
elegant 
resi- 
dences 
and magnifient

render Coldwater a most beautiful 
city.

remarks. 
The reverend 
gentlemen leaves the city enjoying 
the esteem of all who know him. His 
plans for the future have not been 
matured. 


The Chicago Lnnng Church prints 
the following 
letter 
from its Fort 
Wayne correspondent: 


The Rev. C. C. Tate, for the past 
seven years rector of Trinity Church, 
has resigned, to take affect August 
10th. 
During his rectorship much 
has been done upon which any rector 
might look with a justifiable feeing of 
pride. 
Important changes have been 
made in the chancel, and now what- 
ever we look Hpon is churchly. The 
large organ has been 
lowered from 
the gallery to its proper place on the 
floor. 
One of the finest altars in the 
west 
(it is 
a 
magnificent one, 
of 
many 
kinds of marble,) has 
been placed 
in the church 
as a 
memorial 
gift. 
A beautiful 
solid 
silver communion set serves to keep 
alive the memory of another former 
member of the parish. 
A large and 
handsome robing room of stone has 
also been built and entirely paid for. 
Mr. Tate has labored with zeal and 
patience among the poor. 
Over his 
removal many of these will grieve as 
only the destitute can, over the loss of 
a true friend and sympathizer. 
Since 
the resignation of the rectorship of 
the Church of the Good Shepherd by 
the 
Rev. Walter 
Scott, 
several 
years 
ago, Mr. 
Tate 
has had 
charge 
of that 
parish 
as a mis- 
sion 
of 
Trinity, 
and 
has reg- 
ularly 
held 
services 
in 
connec- 
tion with 
his own uninterrupted 
parochial 
services 
and 
duties. 
It 
seems 
unfortunate 
that 
a 
change is imperative, but the financial 
crisis of a few years ago, deaths and 
removals of members, and the fire 
which 
occurred 
last 
year, 
when 
the church was, for the fifth time, 
struck by lightning, have 
seriously 
crippled the finance.'? of the parish. 


Mr. Tate will be missed in the dio- 
cese as well aw in the parish. 
A dep- 
uty to the general convention, exam- 
ing chaplain to the bishop, and dean 
of the northern 
convocation— these 
things show how he is esteemed by his 
bishop and by his clerical and lay 
brethren. His many friends in the par- 
ish and diocese greatly regret his de 
parture.
